Arter a debate, short in comparison with the im- 
portance of its results, the Ministry has been defeated, 
In a House, counting 633, the amendment was sup- 
ported by 323 against 310 The majority against 
Ministers is, consequently, less by 26 than that 
which caused the dissolution. The embarassment 
of the opposition begins now. It is easy to collect 
together for a attack, a large numberof hete- 
rogeneous elements; the difficulty is to keep 
them united after a momentary success, Armies 
have been enabled to storm cities and take citadels, 
but became utterly disorganized on the division of 
the plunder. Lord Palmerston, probably rather 
than Lord John Russell, will be sent for by the 
Queen. The country will be curious to ascertain 
what Ministry to which the epithet “ strong” can be 
given with any truth, he islikely to form. “Is Lord 
John” to be Foreign Secretary, or to proceed like an 
angel on a diplomatic mission? Is Mr. Bright to be 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and to propose votes 
for the Army and Navy? What is to be done with 
Lord Clarincarde, Mr. Vernon Smith, or the host of 
aristocratic mediocrities? Will these gentlemen be 
satisfied to remain on the ministerial benches while 


I. the penalties of opposition? 
The Dissolution has at least effected this national 


advantage: The new Ministry will have to face a 
most powerful opposition. This in itself is a security 
to the country. No revolutionary measures have a 
chance of success when 310 Members of the House 
of Commons continue firmly united to defend the 
Constitution. Mr. Bright may fancy he has gained 
one step towards anarchy or republicanism; Lord 
Palmerston may think he has progressed towards 
despotism. At first view one of these results seems 
inevitable. We do not know the terms of the com- 
pact, or what is to be the nature of those mutual 
concessions which all spoke of. Mr. Bright is master 
of the situation; he holds the key which the Irish 
Brigade held under Daniel O'Connell. He must be 
propitiated by the Whigs if they hope to assume 
or retain office. If Lords Palmerston and Rus- 
sell are coerced to concede what he may demand, 
we will have a Reform Bill brought forward which 
will Americanize our Constitution. If the aristocratic 
Whigs palter with the question and temporize, can he 
without ruin to his character support them ? 

There is another question more important even 
than Reform. Both parties in the House echoed the 
cry of neutrality which prevails from one end of the 
country to the other. Some have thought Lord 
Derby wrong because he ventured to express those 
sentiments regarding France, which every statesman 
feels to be true and many fear to utter. The ques- 
tion is whether the man who speaks sincerely his 


| opinions—and who ever questioned the sincerity of 


Lord Derby ?—or he who panders to the ambition of 
the French Emperor and carries out in an English 
House of Commons the tactics dictated to him by 
his entertainer at Compeigne is mestly strictly neu- 
tral. Two years since, on the question of the 
Danubian Principalities Lord Palmerston was as en- 
tergetically Austrian as now he is confessedly French. 
We cannot forget that it was he, who by the un- 
happy mission of Lord Minto excited the hopes of 
Italy, and, as the Imperial Pamphieteer expressed it, 
led them to trust in English aid for liberation. We 
cannot forget, that he was minister when the English 
navy was suffered to fall into such deeay, that to ob- 
viate invasion a French conspiracy bill was introduced 
into our English Senate, and an attempt was made to 
conform our English law te a despotic code. Neu- 


| tality” mag be made the rallying cry of Whigs 
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twenty-five millions of Italians, but no Italy. For- 
tune makes no compact with living men, nor can 
events ever be looked on as decisive. Ten years since 
Italy rose and fought and was conquered. So deeply 
was the iron heel of her conqueror impressed upon 
her, that statesmen councilled her to forget the past 
and resign the future ; as if for her there was no re- 
demption,—nothing but the sublimity of resignation. 

Milan is exuberant with joy, for a liberating Em- 
peror is within her. He has but one king as yet in 
his train; seven Viceroys gave splendour to the 
Court of his uncle. What the Milanese miss of mag- 
nificence, they gain in security. Two days after 
Napoleon the First entered Milan, £800,000 were 
exacted as part payment of her contribyéion to free- 
dom, and the shivering fit of panic succeeded to the 
fever of triumph. ‘There is no apprehension now, at 
least we hear of none. France supplies the means, 
and a generous Emperor will not ravage the territory 
he presents to Victor Emmanuel. Bye and bye, 
perhaps we may hear, for a while, that the German 
Lombards, do not love the Savoyard Sardinians, and 
that Milan is jealous of Turin. Italy has been so 
long split up, that the people forget they are all [ta- 
lians. Austria ruled Italy, because she was a house 
divided against itself. We can at least hope that 
the Sardinian diadem may not become a badge of 
a foreign Lieutenancy, and that the iron band 
which keeps the points of her crown together 
be not forged from the swords of France. 

The errors of Austria in Lombardy were two, in ad- 
addition to her tyrannical code of Government. She 
ruled Italy not only by Austrians but from Vienna. 
All the officials from the highest to the lowest were 
Austrians, and these were guided, not by their ex- 
perience of the country or their knowledge of its 
wants, but by the orders of a Military Council at 
Vienna. The intelligent and stirrmg natives found 
occupation only in rebellion. Presejent statesmen 
advised that the Lombardo- Venetian kingdom should 
be an appanage of the House of Hapsburg, but lo- 
cally governed by a resident Viceroy surrounded 
by Italian officials. Foreseeing the coming storm the 
Aulic Council placed there the Archduke Maxi- 
milian. All his benevolent intentions were neutra- 
lized by the spirit of the Austrian Cabinet, and he 
became, instead of the friend of Italy, the medium of 
her oppression, and he was hated as the executioner 
of a grinding tyranny. 

The cry of Lombardy was for nationality, but that 
vague ery was caused by individual suffering. Were 
it not forthe hardships suffered by Lombardy, pro- 
bably the idea of nationality might have been for- 
gotten long ago. 60,000 of the flower of Lombardy 
are levied for the Austrian army, and banished to 
the Eastern frontiers of the Empire, to make room 
for Croats, Hungarians, and Bohemians. Children 
are taught in their first catechism that “the Em- 
peror’s power extends over their property as weil as 
their persons.” Italian history is excluded from 
study, and the police exact from all teachers a 
monthly ‘account, not of the progress but of the 
opinions of their pupils. The Press is under the 
strictest censorship, and the word “ liberty” means 
‘‘treason.” A student's shout for “the kingdom of 
Italy” was sufficient to close the University of 
Pavia. For forty-four years Austria has endeá- 
voured to stamp out every thought of nation- 
ality, yet, in spite of all defeat, the stubborn spirit 
lived, and has triumphed at last” Men bse 
for nationality in order that, they might / live. 
We, a rich people, murmured when the Income Tax 
reached fourteen per cent. The tax on land in Lom- 
bardy was 29 per cent. To this in 1851 was added 
what was called by the expansive name addizionale, 
an import which raised it to forty per cent. Then 
came direct taxes to no end, and it is calculated from 
official tables that the Lombards paid taxes equal to 
57 per cent on their estimated income, as the price of 
a Government which crushed them under the name 
of protection. 


Lombardy is rich and fertile, but it is only by per- 
severing toil it is kept so. A net-work of rivers flows 
through it to the main artery of the Po. These 
streams bring down the decomposed surface of the 
worn Alps and spreads a fertilizing alluvium over the 
country. By incessant and enduring labour every 
field has been reduced to a gentle slope, bordered 
with sluices for inundation. Wherever a rock or 
boulder presents a flat surface, there the peasant car- 
ries up earth and manure and raises a loose wall 
round the edge, ‘and trains the vine or sows a patch 
of wheat. The Chinese have not exhibited so much 
industry in staking round odd patchesjof gravelly 
sand thrown up by the rivers, or in cultivating the 
broken sides of a mountain pathway. people who 
are forced to such contrivances cannot be rich. They 
must be poor indeed, when they have satisfied the de- 
mands of the Austrian Exchequer and paid 57 per 
cent of their scanty earnings.

columns. The French, avai themselves of their 
railway communication, had withdrewn a large portion 
of the troops that were massed jupon their left wing 
aud thrown them upon their right wing; so that the 
retreating Austrians found themselves pushed by a 
stronger force than they had antitipated, and in danger 
of being outflanked and attacked while engaged in the 
passage of the Ticino. This lattpr consideration, how- 
ever, does not account for the pplicy ofa retreat, but 
only explains the precipitation with which it was ul- 
timately effected. 

But, whatever might be the hieposing causes of the 
change in the Austrian plan of ye the fact itself 
was sufficiently evident. The task ustrian had left the 
soil of Sardinia, and had recrosged the frontier rivers. 
The French and Sardinians werejon that day following 
cautiously but swiftly in their footsteps. Along the 
narrow road the soldiers advanced in compact masses, 
and the necessary warlike stores; were dragged forward 
in innumerable vehicles. Antique brick-built chateaux, 
capable of defence, were found unjlefended, and the wide- 
spread cornfields on either side harboured no lurking 
rifiemen. In front of the onwafd-moving, disciplined 
multitude, there were woods of beech, of oak, and ches- 
nut, the beautiful foliage of which might well be sus- 
pected of concealing a deadly danger. But these also 
were reached without a curl of smoke or the whistling 
of a rifle-bullet. The Austrian had passed through this 
wood as he passed by those waving cornfields sparing their 
utility and beauty with a humanity which ought to be 
remembered in hisfavour. “These trees are the hanging 
woods of a deep valley which intersects the district of 
this flat tableland. At the bottam, winding and chafing 
round a hundred islets, flows the swollen Ticino, spanned 
by a stone bridge in front, which, if not intact, is never- 
theless still passable. Under the green cliffs opposite, 
and rising above the corn fields, hnd the mulberry trees 
that mark the foreground of the landscape, are the bell- 
towers of the villages of the Turbigo, Castelletto, Ra- 
bone, and Buffalora. No Austrian has yet shown him- 
self, except only a few riflemen in the underwood in a 
line with the bell-tower of Turbigo, who were firing 
upon some French troops whe had debouched from 
the wood on this side of the river, and were prepar- 
ing to construct a pontoon bridge at the spot 
where the old flying bridge of Turbigo once existed. 
Meanwhile, a stream of French troops rapidly fills 
up the large stone bridge. Finding no enemy to dispute 
the passage, they pass on in endless column, their arms 
are quickly seen glancing through the foliage on the 
opposite side of the valley, and the column advances up 
the gentle rise from which the opposite country swells 
again into a high tableland. Here was a position which 
it might have been expected the Austrians would have 
defended in force, for they were now on their own land, 
and the road which climbs those heights is the way to 
Milan. Some preparations had been made with this 
object. Earthworks had been thrown up, and there 
were guns in position ; but so feeble was the force in 
possession, and so far from serious was the defence, that 
it occasioned no pause ;—a few Arab troops carried the 
position witharun. At the same time the pontoon 
bridge at Turbigo was completed, and the French and 
Sardinians simultaneously passed the Ticino in two co- 
lumns. i 

All this time Buffalaro was occupied by an Austrian 
force, posted in an excellent position, but they appeared 
undecided iu their intentions, ahd gave reason to those 
who accompanied the Allies to believe that they had not 
recovered from their precipitate retreat across the river, 
and had not settled their plan of future operations. 
The strength of the Austrian army is away on their 
wing, opposing that imaginary attack which the French 
had induced them to expect in that quarter. They are, 
doubtless, coming up as rapidly as possible; but mean- 
time the Austrian force is weak in this quarter, and is 
unwilling to attack. What their strength was it is 
hazardous to guess. It seems probable that it consisted 
of three divisions, and these were doubtless strength- 
ened during the evening, and while the fight was going 
on. TheFrench appear to have been deceived by the 
numbers of the enemy in position at Buffalara, just as 
the Austrians had been deceived by the movement of the 
French which had outflanked the Austrian right, and 
forced them to so precipate a retreat. 

Such, briefly epitomized, is our correspondent’s ac- 
count of the circumstantes preceding the battle of Ma- 
genta, and the position of the combatants at the moment 
when the battle was just about toopen. What follows 
is in itself but a summary. We must not be too hasty 
to catch up the flying rumours that reach the ears of a 
man embarrassed in the crowd of soldiers rushing to the 
front, and wounded borne away to therear. Ihose who 
have most often experienced such 4 position know how little 
more liable the first impressions created by it are,and how 
vague and contradictory are the reports that pass from 
mouth to mouth. It appears, however, tolerably clear 
that the Austrian force of which our correspondent had 

reviously spoken as established in a strong position at 
Buffalora was attacked by the Grenadiers and 
Zouaves of the Guard, and that the Austrians not 
only succeeded in repulsing these assailants, but 
pursued them and took from them one of their rifled 
cannot and some prisoners. The Emperor himself was 
present at this baffled assault, and it is evident that the 
situation was becoming imminently critical, when the 
column which had passed the upper at Turbigo 
hastened round to his assistance and retrieved the for- 
tune of the day.

In the division this (Saturday) morning, there were, 
including the tellers and the Speaker, 638 members pre- 
sent, out of a total of 654 only six members remained 
unsworn, three of whom are Conservatives and three 
Liberals. Mr. Gladstone, who said nothing in the course 
of the debate, and Mr. Roebuck, and Mr. Lindsay, both 
in favour of the government. 

The Post points out the incapacity of the government 
during the crisis of the last six months. In foreign »! 
fairs at one time it outraged diplomatic decency . 
holding up to indignation the conduct of France and 
Sardinia towards Austria, anda few days afterwards 
made the same attack with laudable impartiality in her 
turn on Austria. Tee result was that both at Paris an! 
Vienna the influence of the Kaglish cabinet was set at 
nothing. 

The 7imes,reterring tothe ministerial defeat this morning 
recapitulates the career ofthe Derby Cabinet us follow 
The government first stepped in with an admitted minority 
being only two-thirds of the other side. At first they mo- 
derately felt their way, begged for indulgence, were 
thankful for favours, were open to advice, and were con- 
tent to sit by favour or by sufferance. In this way they could! 
give proof of their own virtues, lay in a stock of merit, 
borrow a grace they had not, and do everything for 
which men crave trial and occasion. After a twelve 
month of this they had the grandest opportunity that 
ever occurred to a party, and the upshot was that they 
were held to have failed, and were accordingly cast by a 
majority of 39. They then had farther law, and on ap- 
peal they could and did change their judges, changing 
the politics of sume thirty seats, and introducing into 
the house one hundred and fifty new members, or 
judges, as we may call them in this case. They 
had their opportunity of opening and pleading their 
cause, and after an ordeal, every gtage of which was un- 
der the control of the defendants, nevertheless they 
have been cast; they have had every chance in their 
favour, and this is the very best that can be done for 
them; choosing their own ground, their own time, their 
own weapons, they have been beaten. The verdict of 
the national jury which has just been given is not to be 
estimated by the numerical proportions of the ayes and 
noes, but means under the circumstances a great dea! 
more.

The adjourned debate on the Address was resumed 


a M. GIBSON, who declared two parties were now 
inevitable. He was compelled to prefer that of the Li- 
verals, Referring to the late elections, he admitted all 
rties were in turn amenable to the charge of electoral 
corruption, but he charged the Administration with 
having made use of their executive powers in a manner 
more than usually improper. He instanced the Berwick 
dection, which was influenced by a promise that the 
barrack in that town should be repaired and octupied 
by her Majesty’s troops. In giving his reasons for sup- 
porting the amendment he suid the late Reform Bill. 
though a retrograde one, was not in accordance with the 
views of the party who had introduced it. They were 
now promised a liberal and comprehensivé measure of 
Reform, but, however he taxed his powers of credulity, 
he could not believe that party would permit the Mi- 
nistry to perform that promise. “The Liberal party at 
all events had no right to put their trust in any such 
promises, and fur them to give a vote of confidence in 
the Government who made it would be to trifle with our 
great Parliamentary system. Neither could he feel con- 
fiderit in them for their dealing with religious liberty. 
They had opposed during last session all attempts to 
modify the oath taken by Roman Catholics in accor- 
dance with the feeling of members of that religion. He 
called on the house to put aside personal prejudice, and 
to decide the gie.t question before it on constitational 
grounds, As to the foreign policy of the country, while 
he would not charge Government with openly espousing 
either side, he averred that it had Austrian sympathies. 
lord Derby had, in his place in Parliament, insinuated 
that France, in her late proceenings, entertained 
anbitious views. Was this consistent with 
that perfect neutrality he had so fully professed, con- 
sidering the French alliance as so essential to the inter- 
ests of the country? He asked if the alarms excited, 
and preparations now going on, were not prejudicial to 
that alliance. He protested against the imaginary perils 
comured up, and the unfavourable construction put on 
the acts of the French Government. He did not believe 
that much satisfaction would be learned from the papers 
which the Government had promised to produce. He 
protested against the allegations made with regard to 
lord John Russell’s resolution, that it had been the 
cause of the present war by weakening the hands of the 
government. He believed the war to be inevitable, after 
the declaration of the Paris Conferences in res of 
the States of Italy. Believing that the cause of Reform 
was safer in other hands than those of the present goy- 
emment, he gave his cordial support to the amendment. 
Mr. LINDSAY, as a Reformer felt conscientiously, 
bound to vote against the amendment. Why should a 
Vonservative government fail in passing a Reform Bill? 
It was the government of the Duke of Wellington who 
passed Catholic Emancipation. It was the government 
of Sir Robert Peel who repealed the Corn Laws. It was 
the government of Lord Derby who admitted the Jews.

entered office by defeating a bill recommended in the 
first instance by Lord Derby and Mr. Disraeli. What 
conduct could be more factious and treacherous than 
this? He commented with great severity on the ori- 
ginal India Bill and the Reform Bill of the government. 
characterizing the provisidns of each as absurd and fal- 
lacious. Next to the satisfattion he felt at having been 
instrumental in carrying the old Reform Bill, was the 
satisfaction he felt at defeating the new one. He de- 
nounced the dissolution of the late Parliament in the 
face of the serious difficulties of Europe, and when the 
advice of the Legislature was demanded for so many 
measures to be taken for the defence of the country. He 
entered at considerable length into the question of foriegn 
policy, admitting that no effort on our part could have 
prevented hostilities betwevn France and Austria, and 
denouncing, in strong language, the conduct of Austria 
in Italy. Though not blaming the gouernment for the 
existing war, he had no confidence that they would be 
able to keet us at peace. It was to be inferred from the 
expressions of Lord Derby that sooner or later we should 
be compelled to take either the one side or the other. 
He argued that the government was not disposed to con- 
tinue that intimate alliance with France on which peace 
depended. He declared the French alliance was greatly 
injured,and our influence in Europe weakened by the 
conduct of the Government, and on these grounds 
he was compelled to refuse them his confidence. Re- 
ferring to Refoom question, he saw no reason 
why a saiisfactory measure should not passed in the 
preent session, but at all events, in the present year. 
With regard to its details, he adhered to the outline 
which he had already given on a previous occasion. He 
paid a just tribute to the exertions of the First Lord of 
the Admirality, which he ‘admitted entitled him the to 
the country‘; but in reference to the terms in which the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had spoken of the chiefs of 
the Opposition as a confederation of great families, he 
declared it was imposible in these times to keep out of 
power men of note and ability in whatever station of 
life. On the ground of its failure in domestic, and its 
partiality in foreign matters, he declared that a want of 
confidence could be jnstifled in the present Government. 
The noble lord concluded by a somewhat indignant com- 
ment on the instability and want of principle of the 
present Prime Minister. 

Mr. ROEBUCK said that he had come to the conclu- 
sion that neither party had a good character, and he had 
only to consider what was best for the country, and 
whether the men he led into power would be better than 
tye men he turned out. In the present state of Europe 
he should think of the change which the amendment 
involved. The opinions of Lord Clarendon and John 
Russell essentially differed. The latter was a great Re- 
former, while the former was no Reformer at all. He 
could not expect so good a measure from Lord Palmers- 
ton as that he expected from the present government. 
The Conservatives were now a reforming party, in spite 
of themselves, and he felt sure of a good bill from them, 
which they would be able to carry through the House of 
Lords, He denounced the political character of Lord 
Palmerston, and asked if he was to bring in with him 
those members of his former Cabinet who had so nearly 
ruined the country. The Whigs had hitherto formed 
their Governments within the smallest possible family 
compass ; and as he did not believe that they intended 
to change their principles, he could not support their 
return to power. 

TheSOLICITOR-GENERAL reviewcd the arguments 
brought forward by the various speakers against the go- 
vernment, and answered them in detail. He denied that 
any forbearance had been used by the Opposition, in- 
stancing the motions of Mr. Cardwell and Lord Shaftes- 
bury, and the large number of divisions taken against 
Ministerial propositions. Although office presented but 
few charms in the time of difficulty, the governmeut re- 
sisted the amendment, from a sense of public duty.

It was all by 
counsel that Mr Taylor advanced £460 to Mrs Walker out of 
his own funds, he having no trust money in his hands, and 
that he did not sell the Glasthule property until required to 
do so by Mr. and Mrs. Walker, under the provisions of a deed 
of 1846, that a sufficient sum was paid fr it, and that the full 
value of the property in Upper t-street was given for it. 
It was also urged in the court that the respondent had no 
notice of the judgment for £1,700, and therefore should not be 
bound by it. 

The case is still at hearing. 


COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH.—Jcne 10. 

Before the full court sat at 11 o'clock, Judge O’Brien men- 
tioned that the Lord Chief Justice and the Chief Baron would 
not go into the Nisi Prius cases until the 20th instant. 

Kenyon v. Tayleur. 

Mr. M‘Donagh, Q.C., moved in this case on the part of the 
plaintiff to make absolute a conditional order for a new trial. 
The case was tried before the Lord Chief Justice at the Cork 
assizes. The action had been instituted for he non-delivery 
of coals, alleged to be pursuant to a contract by which the 
defendants, Tayleur and Company agreed to sell 
to plaintiff 3,000 tons of four foo coal at eight shil- 
lings. By the agreement it was alleget the defendants 
were required from time to time, between March 1858 and 
March 1859, to ship them on board such vessels as the plaintiff 
should precure for the purpose. The plaintiff averred that he 
chartered two vessels, called the “ Malvina” and “ Darnley,” 
for the purpose, and that the defendants then refused to de- 
spatch the coals to such ports as the plaintiff directed, but 
hat instead, they brought them to Cork and sold them to 
laintiffs own customers. In consequence of this alleged 
reach of contract, the plaintiff alleged he sustained consi- 
erable injury in his trade, and lost a number of customers, 
the defendant pleaded a denial of the contract, and alleged 
there was no such agreement. 

The case is still at hearing.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—Fainay, Juxx 10. 
(Before the full Court). 
Parker v. Lever. 

The action im this case had been instituted by the plaintiff 
to recover, damages from the defendant, Mr. John Orrell 
Lever, M.P. for Galway, for an alleged libel and false impri- 
sonment, on foot of a certain account. The case had been 
originally referrred to arbitration, but the reſerence proved 
abortive. It now came before the Court, on an application 
by the plaintiff for liberty to proceed to trial. 

The case was partially gone into, when the Court directed 
the motion to stand till to-morrow morning. 

The Attorney-General v. M‘ Donnell. 

This case came before the court on a bill of exceptions to 
the charge of the Chief Baron who tried the case at the after 
sittings of last Hilary term. The case arose out of the re- 
cent tea frauds of John James Moore, in Belfast. The infor - 
mation was filed by the Attorney-General against Mr. 
M‘Donnel. who is a merchant in Belfast, to recover cer- 
tain penalties, on the ground, as alleged, that he had pur- 
chased some tea on which the duty was not paid. At the 
trial there was a general verdict for the defendant. The 
Chief Baron in substance directed the jury that if the defeu- 
dant knew at the time he purchased the teas in question, in the 
bonded warehouse, the duty was not paid on them, he was 
liable, not otherwise. Counsel for the Crown excepted to the 
charge, and submitted that his lordship should have directed 
the jury that if the defendant purchased the goods at a price 
at which it was manifest the duty had not been paid, he be- 
came liable to the Crown for the duty. 

The case has not concluded.

We can now point out the real state of the case. Austria 
will not abandon to Prussia the political initiative 
and military command, unless the latter engages 
to do everything in her power (that is to say, to 
make war) that the territorial state of Italy shall not 
be attacked. A not from. Count de Rechberg, the 
new Austrian Ministe Foreign Affairs, making 
a proposiiion to that effect, is now under the consider- 
ation of the Berlin Cabinet. The two Governments 
have not yet come toa bona fide understanding, as the 
Dresden Gazette had announced. ‘That understanding J 
would be a war of Germany against France on the 
Rhine, or in other words a general war. It is in that 
decision that Austria sees her safety, and that is what 
she demands. A war localised in Italy between Austria 
and France, or a general war—such is the alternative 
offered to Germany and to Europe. The Prussian Go- 
vernment well understands this, and has not been for a 
moment deceived in it. It has known up to the present 
time how to resist a badly understood patriotism, and to 
place itself above a = popularity. It will not allow 
itself to beled out of that path by the éclat of playing a 
great political part. ‘The policy of non-intervention finds 
energetic support in the Russian Government, and is de- 
fended with great vigour ima recent circular of Prince 
Gortschakoff to the Russian missions in Germany.

MARSEILLES, Tourspay, JUNE 7, 8°30 p.w.—The ship- 
ment of stores and siege artillery has been as great 
to-day as on any previous occasion since the declara- 
tion of the war. The harbour of the Joliette is so full 
of vessels that they are no longer able to lie alongside 
the quays, but are moored stern on at about fifty yards 
off, and with a certain space between each. The stores 
are packed on flats, which are towed out alongside the 
vessels, and then hoisted in. The principal articles of 
shipment are casks of brandy, deal cases marked “ Li- 
quors fines” and “ Extrait d' Absinthe,” sacks of flour 
and hay—of the last there are immense quantities ac- 
cumulated. A vacant piece of ground beyond the new 
cathedral, perhaps 100 yards square, is covered with 
trusses built up into piles 12 to 20 feet high. The quay 
appropriated to boats belonging tothe Messageres Impé- 
riales is covered with deal cases and packages, branded 
“ Pharmacie de reserve,” Bidons, Marmites, &. At the 
short length of quay, projecting from the break water, is the 
Gabriel Cesax brig, which is being loaded by fatigue 
parties of the \line with barrels and cartridges from 
Metz, and b ed to contain about 1,000 cartridges 
each. Near them are deal cases filled with artillery, 
muskets and sabre-bayonets. In the old harbour is the 
Cacique shipping siege‘guns. I am informed) that 30 
were sent away yesterday, that 40 will leave to-day. 
No horses are sent, and nothing beyond the guns and 
limbers. ‘The latter were made at Besancon, in 1852. 
The guns are brass, 12-pounders (Napoleon gung), rifled.

Here we 
have seventy pieces of siege artillery embarked in two 
days, and if we take into consideration what has been 
sent r there can be no doubt but that the 
French army will be abundantly supplied with the 
means for attacking the Austrian fortresses.

“ Yet, in spite of this difficult steerage, as you are 
eager for the first view of the Ticino, you cannot help 
remarking campanile towers which begin to peep 
through the foliage of the trees on the horizon. As 
you approach they become more distinct and nume- 
rous, and you can soon distinguish those of Turbigo 
Rebechetta, Cuggione, and Buffalora raising their 
heads at the foot of the Alps. Still you see nothing of 
the Ticino. Allat once the whole scene changes. ‘The 
cornfields, which harrassed you, disappear on both sides, 
and you find yourselt in the midst of high brushwood, 
oats, and chesnuts; your attention is withdrawn from 
the road and diverted to a motley assemblage of Sar- 
dinian and French officers dismounted, eating, drinking, 
smoking, and reposing, cantiniers supplying hungry 
stomachs and thirsty, throats, astonis peasants 
gaping at the confusion‘ and horses led or picketed, but 
equally obstreperous. A two-storied house to the left, 
inscribed ‘ Dogana Sarda,’ tells you that you have ar- 
rived at the end of your journey, and that you are on 
the banks of the Ticino. But you don’t see it as yet. A 
few more steps bring you to the edge of the raised pla- 
teau, which you have taken all along for a plain, and 
the panorama of the Ticino opens oat before you. All 
along this part the Ticino is skirted on both sides by 
a plateau, which, according to the caprieious windings 
of this most capricious of rivers, approaches and recedes 
leaving sometimes only a narrow space between it and 
the river, and at other points recedes to more than a 
mile. At the Ponte di Turbigo, where the river hay 
three branches, the first runs close to the foot of the 
plateau, so steep that the road has to make a considerable 
winding, first to the right and then to the left, to descenn 
to the stone bridge which leads over it. The bed of the 
river has quite a different character here from what 
it has lower down ; the two smaller branches 
having been canalized, the swamps have given way 
to a rich mass of young oak and chestnuts, with now 
and then a corn field, which comes in here well and 
sets off the woods by its tender green verging into yellow. 
On the opposite side of the third and main stream a 
guardhouse looks through the foliage of the trees with 
which the border of the river is here thickly covered. 
These woods ‘continue on the gradually rising ground 
until they mix with the verdure of the Alps, which 
form a magnificent back-ground to the picture. This 
mass of green is relieved by ithe villages of Turbigo, 
Bobechetta, Caggione, and Buffalora, which rise almost 
in a line on fhe plateau which skirts the Ticino on the 
Lombard side. The long caravans of soldiers of all arms, 
artillery, pontoons, waggons, carriages, mules, and bat 
horses, which was so wearisome on the long straight line 
of high road,appearing and disappearing according to the 
windings of the road, lend additional charms to the 
picture. 
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CHARGE or MURDER on THE Hicu Seas.—Thomas 
Frederick Lovell, Master of the brig Maize, of London, 
was charged with having wilfully killed a seaman on 
board the Maize, named Alexander Marshall. He was 
defended by Mr. Allen, solicitor.

The witness proceeded to say that he had 
repeatedly asked Marshall to go to work, and that Mar- 
shall had refused ; communicated to the master his re- 
fusal; the master then went into the forecastle and 
again tried to pull Marshall out, and Marshall again 
kicked him in the stomach ; s aw the master draw from 
his breast a single barrelled pistol, and present it at 
Marshall ; Marshall said, “ Fire,” and the master there- 
upon fired the pistol ; the ball entered the left temple, and 
death was instantaneous ; the crew, including witness, 
then refused to proceed further on the voyage, and the 
vessel returned and arrived at Queenstown on the 6th J une. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Allen—At the time the master 
fired the shot he appeared perfectly sober; he was, pre- 
vious to this occurrence, a quiet captain. Samuel Bar- 
rett was examined—He stated that asthe captain was 
advancing towards Marshall with the pistol cocked, he 
requested him to go to his duty, and Marshall refused, 
stating that he would not leave the forecastle unless he 
was put in irons, and then he would go to any part of 
the ship that the captain pleased ; the captain then fired 
the pistol and Marshall fell down dead ; before the shot 
was fired Marshail said to the captain, “ Fire—your pistol 
will not frighten me; witness, with other seamen, fol- 
lowed the captain on deck, and said, “ You have shot the 
man dead.” Oh, have I?“ said he, and he added. God 
forgive me for the awful sin I have committed,” at the 
same time falling on his knees; he immediately afler- 
wards said, I did not intend to kill him, I only intended 
to shoot him in the arm.” William James Pierce was 
examined—Asked Marshall did he not try to stab the 
captain,” and Marshall replied that he kicked him under 
the chin.

We have seen the address of the seven members 
of the Municipality of Milan, annexing, in the nce 
of the Emper of the French, Lombardy to Pledmont.

OPENING OF THK VERNON PICTURE GALLERY IN THE 

EVENING. 

The Earl of SHAFTESBURY moved for a copy of the 
correspondence between the trustees of the National Gallery, 
and the Council o, the Society for the Encouragement of 
Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce with reference to the 
opening of the Vernon and Turner galleries of pictures at 
South ‘Kensington of an evening; and also for copies of all 
letters and memorials on the same subject, which may have 
been received by the trustees up to the date of their making 
the returns now moved for. 

The Marquis of SALISBURY said he should offer no ob- 
jection to the production of the correspondence. 

After a few words from Lord MosTgEAGLE, 

Lord OVERSTONE said the trustees of the National Gal- 
lery sought to promote no other end than that the treasures 
in their custody should as far as possible be open to the pub- 
lic, and made to coutribute to their rational amusement as 
well as their intellectual improvement. The question of 
opening picture galleries in the evening was, however, entire- 
ly a new one, and before such a step was taken the effect of 

aslight upon the paintings ought to be carefully considered. 

o national collection of pictares in the world had, he be- 
lieved, up to the present, been thrown open in the evening ; 
but whether that might be done without-any injurious result 
was, no doubt, a pomt deserving of attention. He had only 
to add that he had attended a meeting of the Trustees of tne 
National Gallery on Monday last, when Sir C. Eastlake had 
undertaken to investigate the question with a view to its 
solution. 

Lord St. LEONARD'S was of opinion that great danger 
would result from lighting up the National Gallery or any 
other of our great picture galieries at night. He could not, 
also, help remarking that they would, if opened in the 
evening, be likely to be visited for the pur of conversa- 
tion rather than with a view to the inspection of the 
paintings. 

The Earl of DERBY said there could be no sort of objec- 
tion to the papers asked for by his noble friends, but the 
present was hardly the time for the discussion of the question 
whether the gallery should be open at night or not (hear, 


hear). 
Lord STANLEY of ALDERLEY did not wish to pronounce 
an opinion on the propriety of lighting up the gallery with 

but would remind the House that the Sheepshanks Col- 
ection was now exhibited at night, and that a valuable boon 
was thus ted to persons who had not time to inspect these 
pictures during the day. He would suggest to the Govern- 
ment whether some plan might not be ado by which the 
light should be admitted at the top, as in the House of Com - 
mons, so that the fumes of the gas could not injure the pic- 
tures (hear, hear.) 

The motion was then agreed to.

. TRELAWNEY obtained leave to bring in a bill to 
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cohesion not obtained by any sacritice of principles on the 
part of those who sat above or below the gangway, but 
only by such mutual concessions as those who owed 
allegiance, not to any master, but only to principle, 
might honourably make.

War 
had broken out. The Chancellor of the Exchequer had said 
that failure did not necessarily prove incompetency, and he 
added that until the house had the particulars of the negotia- 
tions which had resulted so unfortunately in their hands, they 
were not in a position to judge of the conduct of the govern- 
ment (cheers). But he (Mr. Serjeant Deasy thought they had 
information sufficient in the public papers to enable them 
to form some opinion ; and in the sudden abandonment of the 
propositions made by Lord Cowley to the Austrian govern- 
ment, and as sudden adoption of the Russian proposal for 
a conference, and in the breaking out of hostilities a ter all, 
he thought they had sufficient grounds for believing that 
the country would at least mot be prejudiced by the removal 
of Lord Malmesbury from office (cheers.) And although he 
admitted the ability of the right hon. and and hon. gentle- 
men opposite, and was sensible of their courtesy, it was no 
disparagement to them to say that their continuance in office 
was not absolutely indispensable to the welfare of the 
country (hear, hear.) They had been taunted on that (the 
opposition) side of the House with their dissensions, but 
did gentlemen opposite agrees upon all questions? Did the 
noble Secretary for India, for instance, agree upon all 
political subjects with his colleagues in the cabinet?

Colonel DICKSON observed that the admission of the noble 
lord who moved the amendment proved that this was de- 
cidedly a party move, but even in that character there 
ought to be some grounds of sense and reason shown for it. 
He had listened to the debate throughout, and although the 
party who brought forward the amendment had had posses- 
sion of the field nearly the whole time, he had not heard a 
single argument proving the justice of such a motion. He 
would not allude to what took place last parliament. It was 
not for him to defend the policy of a government the mem- 
bers of which were so well able to defend themselves ; but he 
believed that the dissolution of parliament was under the 
circumstances a perfectly constitutional course.

suggested that, considering the discordant elements of which 
the opposition was composed, the House should be assured 
if the present ministry were removed from office. upon what 
principles the government would be conducted—whether the 
schemes of Mr. Bright were to be carried out. The 
objection to the foreign policy of Ministers was found- 
ed, he observed, upon two grounds—that it had 
not prevented war; and that they were not sincere 
in their profession of neutrality, but were inspired by 
Austrian sympathies. Hecontended that it wasaltogether pre- 
mature to argue the first in the absence of the official papers, 
and he emphatically denied that there was a shadow of foun- 
dation for the other allegation. In vindicating the govern- 
ment upon the latter head, he animadverted with some 
severity upon some incidents in the foreign policy of Lord 
Palmerston, and read an extract froma s h of Mr. Milner 
Gibson bitterly censuring that policy. e did not believe, 
he shid, that the House of Commons would, by a vote of want 
of confidence in the gan vernment, restore to power a 
party of which one of the leading members was a noble lord 
whose character had been thus described by one of the oppo- 
nents of the t rovernment.

Mr. GURNEY did not think a case had been made out 
against the government. He saw no reason why they might 
uot bring in another Re orm Bill that would be likely to pass. 
With respect to foreign affairs, it appeared to him that the 
government had studiously and honestly endeavoured to 
maintain a neutrality. Their efforts to put the country in a 
state of defence did not imply any feeling hostile to the 
French alliance; they were not aggressive, but defensive 
measures.

Sir J. GRAHAM—I really, sir, am rather perplexed as to 
the course which I should adopt with regard to the expla- 
nation now given by the right hon. gentleman. He said that 
the statement was “an impudent fabrication” (cheers from 
the ministerialists). I did not think the rules of the house 
would justify it, and it was certainly not for me to call the 
right hon. gentleman to order. . 

The SPEAKER—I think I had better state the impression 
which the use of the phrase in question made u my own 
mind, as my doing so may terminate this rather painful dis- 
cussion (hear, hear). The impression made upon my mind 
at the time—and I distinctly remember the terms used—was 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer referred toa fabrication 
which had been used by, but which did not originate with, 
the right hon. gentleman (ministerial cheers). 

Sir J. GRAHAM—What the right hon. gentleman has 
said, sir, confirmed as it is by your high and unimpeachable 
authority, is some satisfaction to my wounded feelin

hon. gentleman went on to speak of the fervour of youth as 
being generally diminished by age, in accordance with the 
ancient doctrine—“ Lenit albescens animos capillus.”

For 
the first India Bill he was not responsible, but that bill 
was one which, though not actually still-born, was smothered 
with ,ridicule almost before its first feeble cry was heard, 
(opposition cheers). The noble lord brought forward, not 
without great previous difficulty, another measure as a sub- 
stitute for the first bill. Now I must be permitted to say 
*hat, in dealing with the great difficulties connected with 
ndia, the noble lord has not been very successful. 
With respect to the finances, it was stated in the house about 
the end of February, that government would require the im- 
mediate assistance of a loan to the amount of £5,000.000, A 
month had hardly elapsed when it turned out that that esti- 
mate was deficient to the extent of nearly £5,000,000, and it 
now remains for this house to aid in providing a further loan 
of that amount. The reorganization of the Indian army is 
the capital difficulty which the government and the legisla- 
ture of this country have to deal with, if they would give 
security to our Indian possessions. Well, now, as regards the 
general question of finance, | am not disposed to make any 
remarks which can fairly be considered hostile to the govern- 
ment. But what course has it pursued? It allowed 
£2,000,000 of direct taxes to be remitted by not 
seeking the intervention of Parliament, while at the same 
time it continued £3,000,000 of war taxes upon tea and 
sugar—articles of general consumption.
